Government Inquiry and 
Offer To Subsidize Oper- 
ators Regarded as Cer- 
tain To Stop Row. 


London, July 31.—(/)—The § gov- 
ernment’s decision to institute an in- 
quiry into the coal industry and give 
(financial assistance, pending the re- 
port of the inquiry committee, is gen- 
erally regarded as ending the crisis. 

Neither the mine owners nor the 
miners have made a definite state- 
ment since the official announcement 
was issued, but there seems to be 
good reasons for believing that the 
mine owners will agree to suspend 


| their notices regarding decrease in 


wages and lengthening of hours and 
that the miners will accept the sit- 
uation. 

This viewpoint is indorsed by most 


of the morning newspapers today. 
The official statement says the 
miners, during the conversations to- 
night, told the premier that they de- 
sired to cooperate in the inquiry. They 
intimated that they regarded it unfair 
to require a reduction in wages, in 
view of the present cost of living, be- 
fore an attempt was made at an in- 
quiry into the difficult situation with 
which the industry was confronted. 
The premier then announced that as- 
sistance would be given the industry 
untjl spring, by which time the in- 
quiry would get to the bottom of the 
economic difficulties of the industry

SHOULD 


SOMETHING WE 
OUTGROW. 

Can a 40-year-old girl outgrow 
toothache if treated by a dentist? 
Can an old man aged 21 outgrow a 
broken leg if treated by a surgeon. 
These are questions which no one has 
asked. But somebody does ask this 
one: Can a child five years old out- 
grow St. Vitus’ dance if treated by 
a doctor? 7 

The idea of “outgrowing” any dis- 
ease, defect, deformity or physical 
condition is a rather childish subter- 
fuge whereby parent or sometimes an 
old fogy doctor attempts to salve 
his conscience for neglecting the 
proper examination, care or treatment 
of the unfortunate child. 

St. Vitus’ dance, which physicians 
know as chorea, is a disorder which 
in its peculiar manifestations and 
irregular course gives exceptional op- 
portunity for the exploitation of 
credulous parents by all sorts of 
charlatins, including the most con- 
temptible ones, who ply their para- 
sitic trade under the mask of re- 
ligion. 

Chorea oecurs usually in children 
from 7 to 15 years of age, and is due 
to involvement of some ofs the tis- 
sues of the spinal cord and brain in 
the infectious process which people 
commonliy eall “inflammatory rheu- 
matism.” In many cases of chorea 
there is only a vague history of joint 
involvement, perhaps just indefinite 
pains ealled “growing pains,’ or 
mavbe one or more attacks of ton- 
silitis or sore throat. tut the dis- 
order of the nervous system is of the 
same infectious origin as the fon- 
silitis or the joint inflammation. The 
‘attack may be short (acute) or 
long (chronic) in duration, anywhere 
from a few weeks to many months. 
Plainly this peculiarity accounts for 
innumerable happy _ coincidences 
which are twisted and turned by the 
charlatans, both profane and sancti- 
monious, to redound to their own 
eredit. Naturally enough, the igno- 
rant, ecredulous, superst?tious folk, 
who from policy or belief neglect such 
important causes of this and other 
diseases as diseased or infected ton- 
sils in children, and try to explain 
away “growing pains,” or “rheuma- 
tism” as mere effects of weather,

Washington, July 30.—(#)—<Assist- 
ant Secretary Andrews, of the treas- 
ury, today began repairing the fences 
against smugglers along the saocthern 
border of the United States. As a 
first step he authorized the appoint- 
ment of more than one hundred addi- 
tional customs inspectors to be as- 
signed between the Atlantic seabord 
and the western line of North Dakota.

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Madden for Talk 


OnTaxReduction 


Swampscott, Mass.. July 30.—The 
actual work of slashing government 
expense for the 
possible President Coolidge’s much dis- 
cussed second tax reduction will start 
Friday in the study library of the 
BUMMmer White house. 


Representative Martain S. Madden. 
of Illinois, chairman of the all-power- 
ful house appropriations committee, 
to which is given the j 
the money supply bills for fhe opera- 
tion of the government, has been sum- 
moned to White Court for a short 
conference. 

Madden's job is to keep the total of 
the appropriation bills, to be introduc- 
“i in congress next winter, under the 
mark of $3,080,000,000, which Mr. 
Coolidge has set as the maximum. 
This figure for the expenditures for 
the fiseal year beginning July 1, is 
more than $100,000,000 helow the 
amount appropriated for the present 
fiscal year. 

These figures cover all federal ex- 
peuses except the postoffice depart- 
ment which is almost self-sustaining. 

Madden's committee will meet at 
Washington in September or early in 
October to draft the supply bills. ‘The 
requests of each government denart- 
ment huve been before the budget bu- 
reau for several weeks and the appro- 

rigtion committee will inspect and 

old hearings on the departmental de- 
mands, using the budget recommenda- 
tions as guides most of the time. 

Whether Madden's committee will 


be alile to hold the figure below the 


maximum is a matter of uncertaiuty. 
Besides the regular supply bills there 
is a great deal of pressure for enact- 
ment of the $150,000,000 government 
building program and for inland and 
coastal waterways. Several bills will 


‘be introduced aimed at taking con- 


siderable sums from the treasurv for 
these purposes and it will be difficult 
to prevent their passage.
